Following a grand jury investigation

“He alleges that Parker obtained $3000 
from him in payment for stock in a 
Joan and mortgage company which has 
not been organized. 

Irousseau alleges that certificates for 
the stock which he bought were never 
turned over to him. 

Parker is president of the Men’s Club

_ Cabanne and also superintendent of the

Assailants Enter Rectory and 
Escape After Committing 
Crime. 








WAITED THROUGH MASS 





Sat in Parlor While Clergy- 
man Performed His Offices 
in Church. 





NEWARK, N. J., March 10.—The Rev. 
Father Erasin Ansion, rector of the 
Polish Catholic Church of St. Stanis- 
law, was shot and almost instantly 
killed by three masked men in his rec- 
tory carly § today. Miss Antonia 
Sewrzytska, housekeeper for the rector, 
who attempted to prevent the assassina- 
tion, was slightly wounded in the ab- 
domen. 

As there has been a dispute among 
ihe church leaders over its affairs. the 
shooting was at first believed to have 
peen the outcome of that disagreement, 

Three men, who were unknown to the 
servants called at the rectory while the 
rector was celebrating mass in the 
church. They were admitted to the 
parlor and Father Ansion was notified 
of their presence as soon as he returned 
from mass. 

As the rector entered the parlor the 
men opened fire on him. One bullet 
penetrated the breast near the heart 
and the two others lodged in the abdo- 
men. 

Father Ansion died in the ambulance 
while on the way to the hospital. The 
housekeeper was not seriously wound- 
ed. 

Other priests in the rectory hearing 
the shots, fushed toward the parlor, 
whereupon the assassins fled from the 
house ‘and escaped. 

Four suspects have been arrested, but 
the housekeeper was unable to identify 
any of them.

$500,000 STRUCTURE FOR 
EQUITABLE BUILDING SITE 


Tenants at Sixth and Locust 
Streets Ordered to Move 
by October. . 


A $600,000 building is being planned for 
the northwest corner of Sixth and Lo- 
cust streets, and the 125 tenants of the 
Equitable Building, which now occupies 
that corner, have been notified to va- 
cate by Oct. 1. ® 

Cliff H. McMillan, secretary of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., said Wednesday 
that the owners had considered plans 
for remodéling the building at a cost of 
$250,000, but had decided that a new 
building costing twice that sum would 
be a better investment. 

The Equitable Life Assurance Society 
is the present owner of the building, 
which was first put. up as a six-story 
structure in 1867, three stories being 
later added. Lhe Missouri Pacific Rall- 
road is a former tenant of the building.

Passenger Steamship and Big 
Freighter Smash in Heavy 
Fog. 








AID COMES QUICKLY 





Steamer Hall Is Beached at 
Full Speed and No Lives

ssteamer Horatio Hall was rammed and 


sunk by the™.Metropolitan Line steamer 
H. F. Dimock. The Hall kept afloat 
long enough to flash news of the’ aécci- 
dent by wireless to shore points and to 
enable the Dimock to take off all on 
board, including a few passengers and 
crew, numbering about forty. 

The Dimock, which was bound from 
New York for Boston, resumed her 
course after the accident, but finding 
that she was likely to sink, ran ashore 
at 2:15 o'clock this afternoon off Or- 
leans on the eastern shore of Cape Cod. 

The collision took place in a thick 
fog between Cape Cod and Point Ju- 
dith at 7 a. m. Capt. Jewell .of the 
Hall called for help and his message 
jwas picked up by the revenue cutter 
Gresham, which was one of the rescu- 
ers of the Republic’s passengers. 

Dimock Goes Ashore. 
* Meanwhile his passengers and crew 
were taken off by the Dimock, 
Lawhich although damapret; “proteeded 
to Orleans near Chatham, Mass., 
Where she went ashore. 

Life savers from the-Orleans station 
at once put out to the Dimock 
through the fog. Through them was 


Hall’s crew and passengers. They 
were told that the Hall sank after the 
collision, 

Capt. Jewell’s message, carrying the 
first news of the collision, was as fol- 
lows: 

“In collision with the H. F. Dim- 
ock, 7 a. m.:; ship cut below the 
water line. Send assistance at 
once, as we are in danger.” 

The revenue cutter Gresham and the 
tugs from the local harbor left here at 
once for the scene of the wreck and 
the local yard is endeavoring to get in 
communication with either the Gres- 
ham or the Hall. 

For a time it was believed that there 
had been a three-cornered collision with 
the Massachusetts of the Merchants’ 
Line participating, as a report had been 
received that she was sunk. It devel- 
oped later, however, that she struck the 
rocks in Tarpaulin Cove on the north- 
east side of Vineyard Sound and was 
beached with a big hole in her cargo 
hold. She carried no passengers. 

The Horatio Hall is a vessel of the 
Maine Steamship Co. and the H. F. 
Dimock is a Metropolitan Line freight- 
er.

It is expected that the case will go 
to the jury today. ‘Mrs. Brown is con- 
stantly in court with her husband and 
often advises him. 

The defense has attempteu to oben 
that Brown had visited the .--..--- of the 
American .Can Co. and had negotiated 
the purchase of-an embossing machine 
for the purpose of engaging in the 
wholesale manufactiire’ of medals and 
advertising discs. Murray Clark, Assis- 
tant District Attorney, objected and 
Judge Wright su#tained the objection, 
saying: 

Intentions Immaterial. 

“It makes no difference whether he 
was intending to engage In the medal 
business: whether in the putty: business 
or in the plaster business. He must not 
make a die or Hub in similitude to those 
used by the United States Government. 

“If I am wrong,’ ended the Court, 
pointing heavenwara, ‘“‘th is One whe 
will correct me some time.”’

Judge Said Government Failed, 

The question of whether the celebrated 
case should be continued hinged on the 
introduction as evidence of tariff 2% in 
its application to the Illinois classifica- 
tion issued in 1899, making a rate of 18 
cents on oil from Whiting, Ind., to East 
St. Louls, and which attorneys for the 
defense contended had been superceded 
by a later classification. 

Judge Anderson, in a 15-minute ad- 
dress to the jury, explained his position 
and announced that if the case was to 
go to the jury ang a verdict was re- 
turned he could do nothing but set aside 
the verdict, 

‘There is absolutely nothing on which 
a conviction in this case could stand, 
before any court in this country,” the 
Court said in concluding his charge to 
the jurors. ‘‘The Government has failed 
to prove its contention that the 18-cent 
rate was the lawful rate between Whit- 
ing and East St. Louis and that the de- 
fendant had wilfully accepted a lower 
rate and there is therefore nothing to 
do but for the jury to bring in a ver- 

t of not guilty.’’’

Congress Appropriated $45,- 
ooo to Cover Illness and 
Funeral. 





NEW YORK, March 10.—With the re- 
turn to private life of former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, it has been possible to 
learn the details of the expenditures 
made in connection with the last iil- 
ness and death of former President 
McKinley, which have been so care- 
fully covered up for seven years that 
even the auditing officials of the Gov- 
ernment have known but approximate- 
ly how the $45,000 appropriation by Con- 
gress was expended. 

The object of this great secrecy was 
to avoid a repetition of the extreme un- 
pleasantness which followed the illness 
and death of President Garfield and to 
prevent a discussion of the character 
of several claims.* With this end in 
view, the three closest friends of the 
dead President, the late United States 
Senator Hanna, Secretary Cortelyou and 
John M. Miiburn, the Buffalo lawyer 
eat whose house the President died, for- 
mulated themselves into a eommittee of 
three to handle the entire matter. 


Suit Narrowly Averted. 
The committee acted with such care, 
however, that they came near defeating 
their own plans, as one of the men In 
the case, whose bill was held up near- 
ly a year, placed his claim in the hands 
of a lawyer, and there were threats of 
a sult. This, however, was avoided by 
Milburn, who then wrote Secretary 
Shaw. Senator Hanna is declared to 
have paid an amount estimated as ful- 
ly equal to that paid by the Government 
out of his own pocket, so that there 
would be no record of payments.

BY LEGISLATORS VARIED 
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Barker Charged $104 and Vitt $31.50 for Time’ 
Spent Recounting Votes— Residents of St. 
Louis Had Expense Accounts.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 10.—In ad- 
dition to the $25,000 to be paid the West 
Publishing Co., the General Assembly 
has hired six lawyers at $10 a day each 
to. assist in the revision of the statutes. 

“How about expenses?’ asked one of 
the legal experts at the meeting of the 
Joint Revision Committee of the House 
and Senate. 

Representative Rhodes of Washington 
County began to explain. 

‘‘According to the Post-Dispatch, I am 
a pretty good spender,’’ interrupted Sen- ' 
ator McDavid. 

“I don’t think there can be any fixed 
rule for expenses. Railroad fare, hotel 
bills and such other expenses as a law- 
yer might incur on behalf of a client 
can be charged to the State,” said 
Rhodes. 

Senator MoDavid’s remark was 4i- 
rected to the Post-Dispatch story show- 
ing how he and other senators charged 
the State $8 a day for hotel bills in con- 
nection with the recount of vote for 
Lieutenant-Governor. 


Heavy-Hotel Bills, 


one of the House members on the 
Recount Committee spent quite that 
amount, At the same time the House 
leaders, among them Hiram Lloyd of 
St. Louis, Wallace Crossley of Johnson 
Ceunty, and John T. Barker of Macon 
County treated themselves liberally in 
the matter of hotel accommodati6ns: 

Barker's total bill for 14 days’ service 
was $104, which included railroad trans- 
portation, Pullman and street car fares. 
Crossley’s bill was $104, and Lloyd’s $83. 
Lioyds’ home is in St. Louis. 

Representative H. F. Droste of St. 
Louis returned a statement of $4 ‘‘for 
expenses,”’ but did not specify how the 
expenses were incurred. 

The bill of expenses submitted by Rep- 
resentative A. A. Vitt of Franklin Coun- 
ty shows him as an economist, com- 
pgratively speaking. He put in a bill 
for seven actual working days, the to- 
tal for that period amounting to $31.0, 
or at the rate of $4.50 a day. Mr. Vitt 
apparently, did not ride on St. Louls 
street cars nor in Pullmans as part of 
his recount duties. His account shows 
no “Incidental” whatever. 


Variation in Car Fares. 

Mr. Barker parted with $350 on the 
St. Louls pay-as-you-enters, Mr. Cross- 
ley $2.50, while Representative Silver, 
who lives in St. Charles, Mo., and went 
home occasionally, paid only $1.90 to 
the street. car company. 

Representative Deal, Democrat, of 
Mississippi County, the only: member of 
tho party who boards at the leading ho- 
tel here, says he found ample St. Louis 
hotel acnommodations at $6 a day. Sen- 
ator Doddis of Oregon County also dis- 
covered he could live on that sum in 
St. Louis. 

“You could get room and board at the, 
best St. Louis hotels on $5 a day,” said 
Dorrys. “I tried that for a while and 
then changed to the HBuropean plan, 
taking my meals-in the cafe. 

“I liked that better, but it is costlier 
to eat in the cafe. There a dollar and 
a half is gone on a meal before you 
know it, and, besides, you must tip the

TERMINAL BILL 
ARE REJECTED 


Municipal Commission Calls 
Changes in Ordinance 
Impractical. 








CAN NOT BE ACCEPTED 





Report Declares That Terminal 
Association Will Reject 
Proposition. 





Objections to practically all the 
amendments which the Ceuncil’s Com- 
mittee on Railfoads has suggested to 
the bill contemplating the vacation of 
streets in Mill Creek Valley fer tie 
use of the Terminal Railroad Assecia- 
tion are raised by the Municipal Ter- 
minals Commissien. 

These dinendments reduced the area 
of the streets to be vacated from 17 
to about sixteen acres, excluded Theresa 
and Ewing avenues from the vacation, 
substituted a viaduct at Compton ave- 
nue instead of the subway proposed 
in the original bill, established a maxi- 
mum switching charge of $2 a car with- 
in the city, made mileage the basis of 
rates for all passenger and freight traf- 
fic entering and leaving St. Louis, 
Stipulated that the Terminal Associa- 
tion's tracks might be used by any other 
road and exacted the payment of $400,000 
and the filing of a bond of $500,000 as 
conditions precedent to the cession of 
the thoroughfares. 

Asks Passage of Original Bill. 

In its report to the City Council the 
Terminal Commission advises the with- 
drawal of the amendments, and asks the 
passage of the bill, as it stood before 
amendment. The commission infimates 
that the Cowncil, in attempting to fix 
rates and bind the Terminal Association 
to submit to regulation by the Public 
Service Commission has strayed from 
its province. 

Such legislation, the commission re- 
minds the Council, is useless while the 
Status of the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation is yet undetermined by the Fed- 
eral Court, before which there is pend- 
ing a suit to dissolve the corporation as 
a combination in restraint of trade. 

On hearing the commission’s report 
the Council referred the bill again to the 
Committee on Railroads. Members of 
the committee say they don’t know 
when it will be put on its passage. If 
the commission’s advice that it be with- 
held from action for 60 days is followed, 
this session of the Municipal Assembly 
will not have time to pass it. In that 
event it will have to be introduced anew 
after April 20. 

A. J. O’Reilly, president of the Boaid 
of Public Improvements, although a 
member of the commission ex-officio, 
declined to sign its latest report, 

Wants Free Bridge Connectien. 

One of the few particulars in which 
the commission concurred in the Coun- 
cil’s alteration of the bill was that 
touching the building ef connections 
between the Terminal Association’s 
tracks and the free bridge. The com- 
mission says the Terminal Asseciation 
will “be glad to have such ‘a cennec- 
tion.” 

On the subject of the viaduct, the 
commission says that it would net be 
so practical as a subway; doubts the 


wisdom of preventing the use of Ewing | 


avenue and Theresa avenue;, finds fault 
with the Coeuncil’s injection of regula- 
tion inte the bill as ‘‘not relevant,’’ and 
objects to the city’s reservation of 
rights in the streets vacated. 

“Taking the amendments as a whole,”’ 
the report says, ‘‘the commission be- 
lieves that they materially change the 
intent of the ordinance, not enly mak- 
ing the terms in many respects impos- 
sible of acceptance by the Terminal 
Railroad Association, but also in many 
respects less advantageous to the pub- 
lic and to the business interests of St. 
Louis.’’

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THE STANDARD OiL CASE. 

The majority of the State Supreme in the 
decision on the Standard Oi! case evidently held 
the view that the anti-trust law of the State ap- 
plied only to pools, trusts and conspiracies within 
the State.‘ The Standard Oil Co. of Indiana and 
the Republic Oil Co., two of the branches of -he 
Standard Oil, are, ousted, but the judgment of 
ouster is suspended in the case of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. on the ground that it has paid the 
$50,000 fine imposed upon it and has “given satis- 
factory evidence of its purpose henceforth to con- 
duct its business so as not to violate the laws of 
this State“in regard to pools, trusts and con- 
spiracies.”’ 

The Waters-Pierce Oil Co. admits that 60 per 
cent of its stock is owned by the Standard, but 
pleads that it cannot control the ownership of its 
stock. It agrees to do business as an independent 
concern and conform its methods to the laws. 

In the absence of an opinion we may perhaps 
infer that the Court does not regard the control of 
a company by a great trust corporation outside 
of the State as a violation of the State’s anti- 
trust law so long as within the State the com- 
pany does business on an independent basis and 
does not enter into a pool or conspiracy with an- 
other branch of its parent corporation—the crime 
of which the three Standard Oil subsidiary com- 
panies were convicted—nor with any other cor- 
poration. Thus the way is open for the great 
interstate trusts to do a competitive business in 
Missouri. 

The suspension of the ouster judgment leaves 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. on probation. In ignor- 
ing the plan of the Standard Oil to enter into 
partnership with the State, the Court is in har- 
mony with sound public policy and the general

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AN INQUIRY IN THE HALLEN CASE. 

Gov: Hadley is actively interested in the Hallen 
casé and the Board of Police Commissioners has 
begun an inquiry.

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ELEVATING THE ST. LOUIS JAIL. 

John Bambrick Esq., “wealthy contractor and 
quarry owner,” is serving his five days’ sentence 
in the St. Louis Jail in a way which does that 
institution the highest credit. 

It is not in the least discreditable to him. The 
report that he drinks his black coffee from the 
jail tin cup, without suffering, is evidence that 
he is a philosopher. His cheerful, acceptance of 
the situation after having used the resources of 
the upper courts to the limit against the lawful 
order of the lower court he ignored, shows the 
spirit of statesmanship and of patriotism. 

A credit to the St. Louis Jail and not in the 
least discredited by it, Mr. Bambrick is discred- 
ited now only by the extent of public recollection 
of the blasts in his quarry which dropped 
boulders through neighboring roofs, or threatened 
to do it. 

If in that now remote past, he ignored public 
rights in using his own, he is now using his own 
rights in harmony with the rights of the public 
and setting the whole jail as well as the whole 
community a needed example. As far as it is 
understood and imitated, we can increase the 
number of useful quarries and other useful in- 
stitutions and decrease the number of jails.

AT PRISON BED 
AS MOTHER DIE 


Mrs. Staffleback, Wholesale 
Murderess, Succumbs to 
Pneumonia. 


WAS 79 YEARS OF AGE

She Pleads to Die Outside of 
Kansas Prison, but Is 
Refused: 


ween 


LEAVENWORTH, Kap., March 10.— 

Miss Nancy Wilson, generally known as 
Mrs. Staffleback, one of the most not- 
ed wemen prisoners in the Kansas Pen- 
itentiary, died of pneumonia in a cell in 
the female ward yesterday. Mrs. Staffle- 
back was 79 years old and was in feeble 
health for some time. When seized with 
pneumonia little hopes were entertained 
for her recovery. 
Mrs. Staffleback realized her serious 
condition and asked that her son, 
George Staffleback, a lifetime con- 
vict, and Charles Wilson, her second 
husband, another conyict serving a 2- 
year term, be brought to her bedside. 
They were taken over by the prison of- 
ficials and told they could remain with 
her until she died. 

A daughter and other relatives at 
Joplin, Mo., were telephoned to and 
told to come if they wanted to see her 
alive, They could not come and the 
daughter sent farewell messages to her 
mother. 

George Stafflepack, the son, wanted 
to know !; something could not be done 
so that his mother would die outside 
the penitontiary. 

Thé mother, who was conscious, beg- 
ged to be,permitted to die outside. 
said that she wanted this last favor for 
the sake of her children. The prison 
officials told her they could do nothing 
and the physician said that ‘it would 
not be safe to move her. Mrs. Staffle- 
back was conscious up to within an 
hour before her death. 

Chaplain McBrain spent part of the 
day with her. She told him that she 
was innocent of the crimes she was 
convicted of and that she never had 
anything to do with the murder of 
any One. The son was so deeply af- 
his. mother’s death that 
the prison officials kept a watch on 
him to prevent him from killing him- 


Mra Staffieback was brought to the 
Kansas prison in May, 1897, to serve 
a %-year sentence for murder in the 
second degree. At the same time two of 
her gons were brought in under life 
sentence, a third sen to serve seven 
years and Charles Wilson, her second 
husband to serve 25 years. 

Wilson had only been married to Mrs. 
Staffleback three months and he comes 
before the ‘parole board about twice a 
year to protest his ftnnocence and says 
that he was convicted solely because 
he was Mrs. Staffleback’s husband. 


The Stafflebacks iived near Ga- 
lena, Kan., and were accused of mur- 
dering people by wholesale. They ran 
a hotel and it was alleged that they 
murdered gyests who had money and 
threw the bodies into a well. A num- 
ber of skeletons were found on the 
premises by searching parties.
